DROPS A HINT. 


Negotiations with Spain 
Would Be Futile. 


Canovas Intimates That Cuba is 
not in the Market, 


Discussion in the Cortes Over 
Tetuan’s Action. 


Liberals Will Absent Themselves 
Until Granted Satisfaction—Wey- 
ler on Recognition of Belliger- 
ency—China is Heard From, 


[BY ASSOCIATED PRESS WIRE.} 
MADRID, May 24.—[By Atlantic Ca- 
ble.] In the Senate today in reply to 


a Conservative Senator, who asked 
why the Liberals were absent, Sefior 
Canovas del Castillo, the Premier, 


said: 

“In the opinion of the government, 
the matter which the Liberals plead 
as an excuse for their absence from 
the Senate is an incident of a purely 
personal character, which has already 
been arranged. The government re- 
spects the opinion of the Liberal minor- 


| ity, but questions their theory of the 


incident, and their demands for the 
resignation of the Minister of Foreign 
Affairs as contrary to the constitution 
of Parliament. 

“Formerly I governed in the absence 
of a minority, but under the present 
circumstances, the responsibility be- 
longs to all parties. It is impossible 
to face the negotiations now on foot 
without serious detriment, if-we change 
the foreign ministry.” 

The Marquis of Peralos, on behalf of 
the dissident Conservatives, declared 
that under the circumstances they felt 
compelled to absent themselves until 
the Liberals had received satisfaction. 

In the Chamber of Deputies, the 
Premier repeated the statement he had 
made in the Senate, adding that he re- 
gretted the abeence of the Liberals, be- 
cause it prevented Sefior Sagasta from 
defending himself against certain ac- 
cusations arising out of an erroneous 
interpretation of one of his speeches. 
Sefior Canovas referred to the had im- 
pression which had been produced in 
this way at Washington, where, he 
said, itweemed to be supposed that the 
sale of Cuba was a possible thing. 

“Spain,” said Sefior Canovas, “is not 
a nation of merchants, capable of eell- 
ing its honor.” 

Sefior Francisco Silvela, leader of the 
dissident Conservatives in the cham- 
ber, who quarreled with Sefior Canovas 
in 1891 over the expediency of reform 
for the municipal abuses in Madrid, ac- 
cused the Duke of Tetuan of a grave 
error which could not be righted by a 
few eloquent words. He said the For- 
eign Minister ought to expiate his of- 
fense by resigning. 

“In the course of his speech he de- 
scribed the action of the United States 
Senate in recognizing the belligerency 
of Cuba as a great “iniquity,” and 
characterized the diplomacy of the gov- 
ernment as altogether blameworthy, 
adding an expression of his doubt as 
to the intelligence of Sefior Canovas 
in retaining the Duke of Tetuan under 
the circumstances. 

DOESN'T SATISFY. 

LONDON, May 25.—A dispatch to the

FEELING IN MADRID. 


Each Party Blames the Other for 
America’s Attitude,

NEW YORK, May 24.—A dispatch 
to the Herald from Madrid says: 

“The Heraldo in Madrid devotes an 
editorial to the Tetuan incident, 
strongly urging the Duke to resign.

ALL SAME UNCLE SAM. 


Venezuela and Mexico Demand Bet- 
ter Treatment for Their Subjects. 
[BY ASSOCIATED PRESS WIRE. } 

NEW YORK, May 24.—A dispatch to 
the Journal from Havana says: 

“In a demand recently made upon 
Spain through the Venezuelan Consul, 
President Crespo’s government insists 
that citizens of that republic residing 
in Cuba shall, in case of arrest upon po- 
litical charges, be accorded equal priv- 
ileges with citizens of the United States 
here, including exemption from trial by 
miltary tribunals and assurances of a 
speedy judgment by civil courts: 

“Venezuela claims this right under 
the favored-nation clause in her own 
treaty with Spain, and the point has 
been allowed. Now Mexico is under- 
stood to be pressing Madrid and Ha- 
vana authorities to have her citizens 
here accorded the same privileges. One 


ler’s methods and the emptiness of his 
announcements of pacification.

“Consul-General Lee's stirring report 
is only a confirmation of earlier reports 
Which he sent to Mr. Olney.

“The money question grows more 
pressing. The colonial treasurer has 
resigned in disgust owing to the trou- 
bles arising over the depreciation of 
the paper money. Today the centin is 
equivalent to $12.45 paper. An attempt, 
was made to sell here drafts for .$5000 
silver in Spain, payment to be made 
by the purchasers in paper money. 
Bids were at about $80 premium on the 
hundred. The acceptance of those bids 
would have meant the retirement of 
half a million in paper money. The 
intendente at first accepted the bids, 
then refused them as too low and re- 
signed. And now the despised billete 
falls lower daily, yet the reforms are 
here, in paper at least. The fact re- 
mains that the paper is more depre- 
ciated today than at any time since 
the rebellion began. The intendente 
objected to a proposition to quote the 
billetes on the stock exchange and? 
have them accepted at the rate quoted 
daily.

CONFUSING THE ISSUE, 


Spain Trying to Discredit American 
Relief Measures. 
{BY ASSOCIATED PRESS WIRE.} 

NEW YORK, May 24.—A dispatch 
to the Herald from Havana, via Key 
West, says: 

“Every effort is made by the Spanish 
government to discredit the attempt 
to relieve American citizens and to 
confuse the issue. The Union Con- 
stitutional insists that the $50,000 was 
voted by Congress at the request of 
New York business men to protect 
American citizens here: ‘Late reports 
of the Senate speeches,’ says the 
paper, ‘indicate that there is a fear in.

TITLE TU SAN PEDRO. 


CASE OF GUYER AGAINST HANSEN 
DISPOSED OF. 


The Decision of the California Court 
is Affirmec—Had the Complain- 
ant Won the Government Would 
Have Had Nothing to Improve, 


[BY ASSOCIATED PRESS WIRE.] 

WASHINGTON, May 24.—{Special 
Dispatch.) A case settling the owner- 
ship of the San Pedro inner harbor 
was disposed of when the Supreme 
Court decided that of Guyer vs. Han- 
sen in favor of the defendant, affirm- 
ing the decision of the California court. 
In this cause the claim of-an old 
grant which carried the title to the 
whole inner harbor was in controversy. 

In case Guyer had won, the govern- 
ment would have*had nothing to im- 
prove, as all the land from the point 
inside a line run from the point to a 
spot across the opening of the inner 
bay would have belonged to private 
owners. The present owners did not 
allow the cause to stand alone, but 
have taken a hand in the fight and 
helped to win.

The real effect of the de- 
cision is that where a patentee of land 
accepts the patent and survey, he has 
no recourse, in case of a desire to con- 
test, if the boundaries do not accord 
with the original lines. This will have 
great effect in all future matters in- 
volving later contests of the land 
court.

ered the Supreme Court's opinion in 
the case of Anna J. Dominguez de 
Guyer et al, vs. William -Banning.

ST. LOUIS, May 24.—The ashes of 
Rudolph Rosin were cast into the Mis- 
sissippi River last evening from near 
the center of the Eads bridge. - 

Rosin had spent most of his life in 
the vicinity of Cincinnati. About a 
year ago he visited his birthplace in 
Northern Germany and while there 
was taken sick and died. During his 
illness he prepared a will in which he 
provided that his body should be cre- 
mated and his ashes returned to his 
Cincinnati relatives and kept by them 
until May 23, 1897, the anniversary of 
his birth, and then thrown from the 
Eads bridge at St. Louis, into the’ Mis- 
sissippi River. 

Last evening a well-dressed man 
walked on the bridge from St. Louis. 
He carried a small black box by a 
handle. When near the center he 
stopped, opened the box and emptied 
what appeared to .be a few handsful of 
ashes into the river below. Without 
priest or prayer, all that remained of 
Rudolph Rosin was thus cast into the 
great river.

Americans in Cuba to

Senate and House Adjourn Oat of 
Respect to Senator Earie’s Mem- 
ory—MeMillin Desirous of Taking 
tp the Morgan Resolution.

WASHINGTON, May 24.—The resolu- 
tion appropriating $50,000 for the relief 
of American citizens in Cuba reached 
the White House at 12:30 o'clock today, 
after being signed in both houses while 
they were in open session. The Presi- 
dent signed the resolution immediately 
and will at once consult with the State 
Department respecting the adoption of 
measures of relief in addition to those 
taken last week when the Consul-Gen- 
eral was authorized to draw upon the 
State Department for $10,000 for the 
procurement of immediate supplies. 

DISCUSSING THE TARIFF 

WASHINGTON, May 24.—The Re- 
publican caucus today emphasized the 
fact that there is a wide divergence of 
opinion among the Republican Senators 
on the rates of duty fixed in the vari- 
ous schedules of the Tariff Bill. The 
Senators were in caucus nearly four 
hours. The only official announcement 
that was made after the caucus ad- 
journed was that it decided to appoint 
three Senators in addition to the Re- 
publican members of the Finance Com- 
mittee, who were to act as a committee 
to assist in getting the Tariff Bill 
through the Senate. 

It was generally stated, however, that 
an agreement had been reached that 
there should be no set speeches on the 
bill from the Republican side, except 
that of Senator Aldrich, which is to be 
delivered tomorrow... A resolution or 
memorandum offered by Senator Bur- 
rows was agreed to by those present. 


| Ht sets forth that the sense of those 


present, there not being a full attend- 
ance at the caucus, was that Repub- 
lican S.nators having amendments to 
offer should present them to the Re- 
publican members of the Finance Com- 
mittee, and if the amendments are ap- 
proved by the committee they are to 
be offered in the Senate. 

If disapproved, the Senators present- 
ing them are.to have the right to sub- 
mit them to the Republican caucus. The 
Finance Committee is to hold sessions 
each evening for the purpose of hearing 
propositions from Republican Senators, 
and to decide upon the advisability.of 
presenting such amendments in the 
Senate. The object of this’ proposition 
is to prevent the Republicans from di- 
viding upon various schedules which 
might be presented. The necessity of 
this arrangement was developed by the 
debate and the various contentions of 
the Senators. 

In the early part of the caucus, Sen- 
ator Aldrich was called upon for an 
explanation of the bill and some of 
the amendments. During the remarks, 
Senator Cullom called for a statement 
on the sugar schedule, over which there 
had been so much controversy. The 
explanation presented was largely 
technical, but the Senators who heard 
him understood that the House sched- 
ule would largely exclude the coarse 
and low grades from Java, the Philip- 
pine Islands and other pojnts. The pro- 
tection in the Senate bill was 75 per 
cent., and equalized the high protec- 
tion on low grades and high grades. 
The effect of the House schedule would 
be to shut out the lower and cheaper 
grades of sugar, the system of com- 
pound duties presented by the Senate 
bill being for the purpose of making 
this equality. The average rate in the 
Senate bill was 75 per cent., with @ 
differential of % of 1 cent on refined 
sugar. Senator Aldrich said that this 
was not as advantageous to the sugar 
refiners as the House Dill. 

The explanation seemed to cause 
general satisfaction. At least no one 
questioned the Senator further. There. 
was some discussion upon the length of 
time the bill should be under discus- 
sion in the Senate. Senator Mason 
euggested that as soon as the opening 
speeches were made, a move should 
be taken toward having a vote on the 
bill in two weeks. It was decided to 
ask that, after the debate had run 
along for a week, the Senate begin its 
sessions at 11 o'clock and sit until 5:30 
o'clock, and have evening sessions 
from 8 to 11 o'clock. 

Debate on various schedules con- 
sumed the time of the caucus. A great 
deal of opposition was developed to 
the increased tax on beer and the duty 
on leather. Senators Platt of New 
York, Hanna of Ohio and Spooner of 
Wisconsin were especially vigorous in 
their opposition to the increased tax 
on beer. It was pointed out that the 
Democrats had already stated their 
opposition to this tax; that they 
thought it would be wise to have an 
arrangement effected which would re- 
lieve Republican Senators from em- 
barrassmem. It was determined that 
effurts should be made to secure the 
revenue both from beer and tea by a 
tax, which would accomplish the same 
result. Western Senators referred to 
the weol schedules. 

Senator Warren of Wyoming appeare 
ing as the spokesman for the wool- 
growers of the West, said that the du- 
ties proposed by the committee were 
in his judgment inadequate, and he 
thought there should be some increase 
on the lines of the amendments pro- 
posed by the western Senators. 
tor Lodge of Massachusetts spoke 
against the duty on hides, saying he 
did not see how he could avold votin 

for an amendment which propose 
placing hides on the free list. This 
statement raised a storm among west- 
ern men, who said if euch a method 
was proposed, they would be compelled 
to vote for placing certain articles on 
the free list or for reducing the duty on 
them. They did mnO0t’expect that the 
Democrats would vote with them to 
increase duties.

HARTFORD (Ct.,) May 24.—The sev- 
enty-year-old widow of Col. Samuel 
Colt, the millionaire fire-arms manufac- 
turer, has been sued by Norman Colt 
of Seattle, Wash., and James B. Colt 
of Washington; D. C., for a big slice 
of the estate, which has been in control 
of herself or her son since the colonel’s 
death in 1862. The papers in the case 
are in the County Clerk’s office here, 
awaiting the answer of the defendant. 

Mrs. Colt is accused of alienating her 
husband’s affection from his nephews 
by fraud amd deceitful statements while 
he was in a weak mental and physical 
state. Plaintiffs also aver that the mil- 
lionaire’s death was hastened by an 
overdose of medicine. They declare 
that their father wrote letters of affec- 
tion to his brother, with the purpose of 
obtaining brotherly regard, but that 
Mrs. Colt used them unlawfully and 
prevented her husband from replying, 
but sent answers herself for the pur- 
pose of keeping them apart. 

The petitioners declare that the cod- 
icils which disinherited them were the 
work of Mrs. Colt. The plaintiffs in 
conclusion claim $1,000,000.

THE RECEIPTS AND EXPENSES. 


WOMAN’S BOARD, OF FOREIGN MIS- 
SIONS MEETS. 


John Wanamaker Comes to the Fore 
with a Resolution to the Queen. 
The Reformed Presbyterians 
and Baptists. 


[BY ASSOCIATED PRESS WIRE.] 

EAGLE LAKE (iInd.,) May 24.—The 
first order of the Presbyterian General 
Assembly today was the report of the 
Freedmen’s board. 

Although no new work had _ been 
projected for the past four years, the 
board found itself operating two large 
and fully-equipped boarding schools 
for girls that were not on the list last 
year, one at Anniston, Ala., and the 
other at West Point, Miss. The former 
was the genrous gift of Mrs. Phineas 
M. Barber of Philadelphia, the other 
the Mary Holmes Seminary, starting 
again, after a lapse of nearly two 

ars, the first building having been 
burned. The first-mentioned cost $£0,- 

and is out of debt. The latter cost 
$39,000 and is mortgaged for $5000. 
’ Besides these two schools, all the 
other seventeen boarding schoois had 
been retained, but the terms have been 
reduced; twelve aliowed only six 
months each, two five months, and the 
parochial schools four months. The 
number of the latter had been reduced 
by twenty. 
' The board had endeavored to carry 
on the work within its reduced limits 
with the least possible outlay and in 
the interest of economy. The seryices 
of the treasurer as a salaried officer 
and also of the fleld secretary had been 
dispensed with. These changes ef- 
fected a reduction of expenses of $2966. 
An increase in the real estate item 
together with the fact that the receipts 
fell to. a lower figure than they had 
fallen in the last eight vears, had op- 
erated to increase the debi, the amount 
Jast year being 351,275, as against $°6,- 
128 the previous year. The real estate 
jtem amounted to $49,613, larger than 
4t would probably be again for many 
years, the bulk of the amount going 
toward the rebuilding of the Mary 
Holmes Seminary. Buildings had teen 
completed as follows: Boys’ dormitory 
at Oakhill,.church and school at New- 
port News, Hot Springs church, base- 
ment of new church at Chattanooga, 
and aid was given to build churches 
at Columbia, S. C.; Savannah, Ga.; 
Charlotte, N. C.; Statesville, N. C.; 
Roanoke, Va.; Birmingham,  Ala.; 
Spartansburg, S. C., and Maryville,

, The board desired that at least $20,- 
000 of the debt should be paid this 
year. An increase of $11,000 in income 
over last year would make this possi- 
ble. A reduction of expe would ac- 
complish the same thing, a reduc- 
tion of the work to that extent. meant 


almost its destruction to that extent. 
~» «The bodies contributing to the cause 
were; Churches, $3638; woman's socie- 


ties, $1605; young people's’ societies, 
$256; Sunday-schools, 3469. The amount 
contributed for self-support, none of 
which entered into the board’s ac- 
counts, was $70,012, an increase com- 
pared with the previous year of $1918. 
The freedmen gave to the support 
of their own ministers and churches, 
$36,555, and to the support of their own 
#chools, $33,461. 

Then followed the report of the Board 
of Home Missions, which began with a 
review of the financial condition of the 
past few yoers and their bearings upon 
the debt of the board. During three 
years there has been a decline in_ re- 
ceipts amounting to $213,000 in 1895-96, 
as compared with that of 1892-93. At 
the beginning of the present fiscal year 
the board had a debt of $310,000, which 
had been reduced to $147,276 by an ex- 
cess of receipts over expenditures of 
nearly $45,000; by the use of about the 


game amount derived from prominent 


funds available for current work and 
by the receipt of over $73,000 from spe- 
cial collections and from the quarter- 
century anniversary fund. Other monéys 
in course of collection or otherwise 
available further reduce the net debt 
to $121,176. 

For the purposes of current work the 
board received a total of $800,770, nearly 
$300,000 of which was credited to the 
Women’s Executive Committee of Home 
Missions. The total contributed by the 
churches was $476,115, and legacies 
brought in $105,589. 

The reduction of expenditures was 
obtained by a cut of 10 per cent. in the 
office expenditures in New York, and 
by a like reduction in the amounts ap- 
portioned to the various presbyteries. 
The amount thus given to the presbyte- 
ries was proportioned by them and 
they were free to consolidate work or 
cut salaries as they saw fit. | 

During the year 1416 ministers had 
been in the pay of the board, of whom 
131 were in New York, 120 in Kansas, 
100 in Iowa, 93 in Minnesota, 84 each in 
Michigan and Nebraska, 75 in Califor- 
nia, 74 in South Dakota, 66 in Washing- 
ton and a smaller number in the rest of 
the thirty-nine States and Territories, 
in which the board operated. There 
had also been 300 teachers in that work. 
Additions to the churches numbered 
8522, nearly one-half of whom were 
adults who received baptism. In con- 
nection with the board are 2180 Sun- 
day-schools and 1617 churches. 

The total expenditures for the year 
were $716,371, of which $650,877 was for 
missionary and school work; $19,432 for 
administration of the Women’s Execu- 
tive Committee, and $32,416 for the ex- 
penses of administration of the main 
office. The board holds the following 
sums as trust funds: $222,791, the in- 
come of which is for current expenses; 
$18,393 for the Women’s Committee, and 
$95,500 held in trust during the life of 
persons designated by the donors, but 
which will become the property of the 
board upon the decease of such benefi- 
ciaries. 

Besides, the board owns a half-inter- 
est in the Presbyterian building in New 
York; the statement of account with 
the Presbyterian building showed mort- 
gages amounting to $680,000, an excess 
of rental over expenses of $15,804, a to- 
tal investment of the board in the 
building of $983,672, and payment of 
$57,954 interest charges. The other half 
interest in the building is held by the 
Board of Foreign Missions. 

At the opening of the afternoon ses- 
sion of the Assembly Hon. John Wana- 
maker proposed that the Assembly take 
official cognizance of the birthday of 

Mr. Wanamaker in- 
troduced the following, which the As- 
sembly ordered to be sent to the Queen: 

“This day being the seventy-eighth 
anniversary of the birth, the sixtieth 
anniversany of the coronation of Her 
Most Gracious Majesty, Queen Victoria, 
whose reign has lasted longer than that 
of any other monarch in the last thou- 
sand years, this General Assembly of 
the Presbyterian Church in the United 
States of America, deemis it fitting and 
does hereby send most cordial Christian 
greetings to both the illustrious Chris- 
tian sovereign and the subjects of her 
gentle, generous and righteous rule 
over the destinies of the empire upon 
which the sun never sets.” 

The regular order of the afternoon 
was the consideration of reports. 

The report of the board of aid for 


colleges and academies was presented 
by the Rev. Edward C. Ray, D.D., 
the secretary, and is in part as fol- 
lows: 

“At the begirining of the year the 
board resolved to cut administrative 
expenses 10 per cent. In making ap- 
propriations, it allowed for a possible 
decrease of 6 per cent. in its.general 
fund income. Administration expenses 
were, by careful management, re- 
duced more than the 10 per cent. con- 
templated. But near the close of the 
year: it appeared probable that the 
general. fund income will be 11 per 
cent. less than in 1895-96, threatening 
a considerable deficit. Kind friends, 
some new, some long-time and gener- 
ous benefactors, made up the necessary 
amount. The year closes with funds in 
hand to pay all appropriations voted. 

“Thirty institutions have been aided. 
Six aided the previous year were not 
aided this year. One did not reopen. 
Indebtedness, proximity to other insti- 
tutions, the financial stringency and the 
inability of this board to give the very 
large aid required, make a prosperous 
year impossible. Small attendance and 
lack of local interest seemed to not 
warrant further investments of church 
funds in another. One academy was 
not aided because it attempted with- 
out permission of this board or its 
Synod, full college work while not 
equipped for it. Another academy was 
not aided because the trustees deeded 
the property to private parties. Two 
colleges in one synod were not aided 
because, being in close proximity to 
rivals, they could not be brought by 
their synod to unite. 

“Most institutions have suffered se- 
vere reductions in income, and have 
been able to keep open only by great 
Sacrifices made by instructors or by 
local friends. The number of instruc- 
tors was 2610 (for the same institutions,) 
69 more than in 1895-96, and the num- 
ber in college classes was also _in- 
creased; but there was a considerable 
decrease in church membership, credi- 
ble conversions and choices of the 
ministry, with a slight increase of the 
number in systematic Bible study. 

“Unless the board shall soon be en- 
abled, by more and larger church of- 
ferings to its general fund, to grant 
much larger current aid to institutions, 
and unless it shall be enabled by more 
and larger legacies and individual gifts 
to its praperty fund to secure endow- 
ments for institutions; some institu- 
tions which render eminent service to 
the church, and are both needed and 
desired in their several regions, are 
likely to close their doors. If our min- 


isters, appreciating the critical condi- 


tion, will inform their congregations, 
the loyal people of our name will no 
doubt see to it that our responsibility 
to our history, to our claims to possess 
Superior culture and loyalty to the 
Bible, to our cowftry, and to the great 
Head of the church, shall be better dis- 
charged. 

“The total receipts for the year 
1896-97 were $77,986, and the expendi- 
tures $71,126, the balance on hand, 
April 1, being $24,624.” 

On motion the Assembly resolved to 
place the limit of its grants to theolog- 
ical students at $80, even if this should 
result in cutting off some students from 
aid. The plan of the fourth year for 
theological students to be spent in prac- 
tical work on the home-mission field 
voluntary service received the approval 
of the Assembly. 

The second order was the discussion 
of reports on the Presbyterian building 
in New York. Several speeches were 
made under the five-minute limit, but 
without bringing out any new points. 
At the adjournment the discussion went 
over as unfinished business. 

The annual meeting of the Woman’s 
Board of Foreign Missions was held to- 
day. he morning session was devoted 
to suggestions as to foreign-missionary 
work from ladits of the several boards 
and to speeches by some of the mis- 
sionaries themselves. 

Mrs. H. H. Frye, Dr. Eva H. Field, 
Mrs. J. R. Shell and Frank E. Hoskins 
addressed the afternoon session. e 
evening popular meeting in the interest 
of the work among freedmen was pre- 
sided over by Hon. John Wanamaker. 


BAPTIST MISSIONARIES. 


Eighty-third Anniversary of the 
Union at Pittsburgh. 
[BY ASSOCIATED PRESS WITRE.] 

PITTSBURGH, May 24.—The eighty- 
third anniversary of the American Bap- 
tist Missionary Union began in the 
Fourth-avenue Baptist Church at 10 
o’clock today. The American Baptist 
Missionary Union, organized May 18, 
1814, has charge of: all the foreign-mis- 
sion work, and also has a number of 
institutions for higher education estab- 
lished under its control in foreign lands, 
as follows: The Baptist Theological 
Seminary, Insein, near Rangoon, Bur- 
mah; Rangoon Baptist College, Bur- 
mah; the Brownson Teluga Theological 
Seminary. Ramapatal, India; the Amer- 
ican Baptist Mission College, Ongole, 
India; the Biblical School, Shaohing, 
China; the Baptist Theological Semi- 
nary, Yokohama, Japan; Bethel Theo- 
logical Seminary, Stockholm, Sweden, 
and the Baptist Theological School 
Hamburg, Germany. 

The convention was called to order by 
Rev. Henry F. Colby of Ohio, the pres- 
ident, after which the report of the Ex- 
ecutive Committee was presented. The 
report gave an interesting account of 
the work done during the past year. 

The foreign work, it says, has been 
faithfully prosecuted, though at a great 
disadvantage, resulting from reduced 
appropriations and the failure to pro- 
vide reinforcements at points where ad- 
ditions to the staff of workers were 
sorely needed. The most prominent 
feature in the year’s work is the awak- 
ening in China, where marvelous 
change has occurred in the disposition 
and attitude of the stolid and conserva- 
tive Chinese. 

It is the conviction of the Executive 
Committee that the appropriations for 
the coming year be made ona scale 
$60,000 below that of the past year, and 
that in the years to come, the average 
receipts from all sources for the pre- 
ceding five years should be adopted as 
the basis of mission appropriations for 
any single year. In effect this will, in 
heathen lands, compel the actual aban- 
donment of stations upon some of the 
mission fields, with the recall of mis- 
sionary families. 

The treasurer’s report showed that 
he received $467,101 from the following 
sources: Donations, $258,298; legacies, 
$45,740; woman’s society of the East, 
$75,985; woman’s society of the West, 
$30,770; woman’s society of California, 
$1766; woman’s society of Oregon, $385; 
Bible-day collection, $1321; additions to 
permanent funds and bond accounts, 
$15,140; income on funds, $36,322; Gordon 
memorial funds, $558: rent of mission 
property in Siam, $812. The expendi- 
tures were as follows: Appropriations 
for the year 1896-97, $580,855; added to 
permanent, funds and bond accounts, 
$15,140; debt April 1, 1896, $163,827: a to- 
tal of $759,823, leaving! the debt April 1, 
1897, $292,721. 

Mk. COSSUM HEARD FROM. 

PITTSBURGH, May 24.—In the meet- 
ing of the American Baptjst Missionary 
Union today a report of the Executive 
Committee was presented, recommend- 
ing the appropriations be reduced $60,- 
000 under those of last year. Rev. W. 
H. Cossum, a missionary from China, 
said he was opposed to the retrench- 
ment. 

“You sent me to China to work,” said 
he, “and you can’t entrench on me, 
You can’t retard the work by retrench- 
ment. I say to John D. Rockefeller or 
to any man who offers us money: First, 
consecrate yourself to God; make your 
gift clean and we will.accept it. Other- 
wise we should not touch it. I don’t 
say this about John D. Rockefeller in 
particular or alone, but to all who make 
such offers.”’ 

This. statement caused a profound 
sensation. A number of delegates re- 
monstrated, but they finally dismissed 
the matter, saying: ‘“When our brother 
has been longer in this country and be- 


comes better acquainted, he will mod- 
ify his views.” The meeting then ad- 
journed without taking action upon the 
report. 

REFORMED PRESBYTERIANS. 

PITTSBURGH, May 24.—The gsession 
of the General Synod of the Reformed 
Presbyterian Church was opened today 
with a heated discussion over the use 
of tobacco. The question arose over the 
report of the committee having in 
charge the bequest of Francis Land, D. 
D., for the education of young men for 
the ministry. The report recommends 
that when expedient, students receiv- 
ing aid should attend the Cedarville 
College and no students should receive 
aid who used tobacco, or indulged in 
any extravagant habits. 

Dr. Steele of Philadelphia defended 
the use of the weed, and a number of 
delegates strongly opposed him. The 
questions and report were finally re- 
ferred. 

The Young People’s Union Convention 
concluded its annual convention by 
holding a business meeting tonight. 

The afternoon session of the Baptist 
convention was presided over by Rev. 
H. H. Colby of Ohio. Rev. Dr. Booth 
of Massachusetts presented the report 
of the Nominations Committee. The 
ballot resulted in the choice of the fol- 
lowing: President, Rev. H. H. Colby, 
D.D., of Ohio; vice-president, C. W. 
Kingsley, Massachusetts, and Rev. D. 
D. McLaurin, Michigan; recording sec- 
retary, Rev. H. S. Burrage, D.D., Port- 
land, Me. 

The report of the Committee on 
Preacher and Place which was adopted, 
recommended Rev. L. A. Crandall, D. 
D., of Chicago as preacher of the an- 
nual sermon.

GREECE DOES NOT WISH TO TREAT 
DIRECTLY. 


Russia Kindly Offers to Take That 
War Indemnity—King George is 
Quite Top-lofty Once Again—The 
Sultan and Emperor William.

RUSSIA WAS WILLING. 
BERLIN, May 24.—The correspond- 
ent of the Frankfort Zeitung at Con- 
stantinople says: “Count Nelidoff, the 
Russian Ambassador, made the pro- 
posal as a condition of the interna- 
tional control of the Greek debt, that 
Russia should take over the Greek in- 
demnity as a set-off to the Turkish in- 
demnity due to Russia, but the Sultan 
will probably refuse, as he wants pos- 
session of the cash himself.”’ 
FEELING HIS OATS. 
LONDON, May 25.—A dispatch to the 
Daily Mail from Rome says that the 
King of Greece is beginning to reassert 
himself, and will soon be able to dis- 
miss M. Ralli and to appoint M. 
Kalapatano as Premier. 
DISTRUST OF THE SULTAN. 
LONDON, May 24.—The Athens cor- 
respondent of the Times says: “The 
intentions of the Sultan are greatly dis- 
trusted here, and it is said he is avoid- 
ing negotiations for peace through the 
powers because he wants Edhem Pasha 
to march to Athens.”’ 
BEGGENG OF WILLIAM. 
LOND@N, May 25.—The correspond- 
ent of the Times at Constantinople 
says: “The Sultan, when telegraph- 
ing to Emperor William his thanks for 
the latter’s advice, begged him to con- 
tinue it, and expressed the hope that 
the advice, which was founded upon 
the strong friendship uniting them, 
would show Turkey the way to obtain 
the full recognition of her rights as a 
victorious power.”’ 
EXPULSION DECREE SUSPENDED. 
CONSTANTINOPLE, May 24.—The 
decree of the Turkish government call- 
ing for the. expulsion of all Greeks 
from the Ottoman Empire, which was 
to have gone into effect today, has 


been suspended, in view of the peace 
negotiations. 


LIKE BAD BOYS. 


An Unprecedented Scene in the 
Reichsrath Yesterday. 
[BY ASSOCIATED PRESS WIRE.] 

LONDON, May 24.—[By Atlantic Ca- 
ble.] The Standard’s correspondent at 
Vienna says: “The obstruction which 
has characterized «the proceedings in 
the Reichsrath during the last few 
weeks, culminated today in an unprece- 
dented scene. The President became so 
much excited in anticipation of trouble 
that he fainted before the _ session 
opened, and members had recourse to 
every parliamentary device for ob- 
structing business, and finally, when 
these were exhausted, they overturned 
the desks, smashed inkstands, flung 
books in the face of the speakers, in- 
dulged in coarse invectives and finally 
came to blows in a general riot.”

Dean was elected representative of the 
State to the Chicago free-silver national cor 
ference. A State committee was appointed. 

In the case of the Interstate Commercé 
Commission vs. the Detroit, Grand Haven 
and Milwaukee Railway Company, appealea 
from the Circuit Court of Appeals of the 
Sixth District, the decree of the court below 
was affirmed by the Supreme Court yester- 


ay. 

Representatives of the independent telephone 
companies from Ohio, Tennessee, Virginia, 
Michigan, Missouri, Arkansas, [llinois, In- 
diana Penmsylvania, Iowa, South Carolina, 
Wisconsin and Texas are holding a meeting 
at Fort Wayne, Ind., to devise means to fer- 
mulate a telephone system in opposition to 
the Bell Telephone Company. 

A case involving the inters.ate-commerce 
law before the Supreme Court yesterday was 
that of E. M. Parson, plaintiff-in-error, vs. 
the Chicago and Northwestern Railway, in 
which Parsons, an lowa shipper, sued for 
$1550 on account of alleged discriminations in 
freights on corn and oats between Iowa and 
Nebraska points to the eastern seaboard. 
The court, in the judgment given by Justice 
Brewer, sustains the Circuit Court of Appeals, 
which decided in favor of the railroad com- 


pany. 

Aftr rendering final decisions in thirty-six 
cases and giving attention to other business 
incident to the last sitting of the term, the 
United States Supreme Court adjourned yes- 
erday until next October. When the court 
crier announced the final adjourument for the 
term there were apparently 380 cases on the 
docket undisposed of, but there was, actually 
359 cases, twenty-one having already been ar- 
gued and submitted. This is a smaller number 
than the record of the court has shown for 
thirty years.

PETITIONS AND MOTIONS. 

A long communication was received 
from the Merchants’ and Manufac- 
turers’ Association commenting on the 
miserable condition of Spring and Main 
streets on account of. the worn-out 
pavements. Councilman Nickell pointed 
out that, while there was no 
about the necessity of repaving the 
streets, the Merchants’ and Manufac- 
turers’ Association was mistaken in 
citing the charter as governing the 
Council in street matters, when there 
was a general law covering the points 
atissue. At the same time, he said, he 
was glad to see that the Council had 
the sv-~-ort of the Merchants’ and 
Manufacturers’ Association in its ef- 
forts to improve the condition of the 
streets.

The usual number of petitions and 
motions was read and referred to the 
proper committees. 

The report of the City Engineer was 
approved and the inclosed ordinances 
were unanimously adopted. 

he application of C. A. Sumner for 
a franchise for an electric railway on 
Sixth street was recalled from the of- 
fice of the City Attorney and referred 
back to the Board of Public Works. 

The report of the Board of Public 
Works was read and adopted, except 
that part referring to Wilshire boule- 
vard. After some discussion and an 
unsuccessful at.i.empt to file the ordi- 
nance which accompanied the report, 
the passage of the ordinance was de- 
feated by a tie vote. 


Afternoon Session. 

The Council was late in assembling 
at the afternoon session. There were 
matters of weight to be discussed 
which pertained to the letting of the 
contract for the improvement of Cen- 
tral avenue and a private consultation 
was in progress in the committee room. 

The hearing of the protest against 
the regulation of $10 per month license 
on outside laundry solicitors was set 
for 10 o'clock next Saturday morning 
before the Finance Committee. 

Without any previous warning on mo- 
tion of Councilman Mathuss, the plans 
and estimates for the new school build- 
ings as presented by the Board of Edu- 
cation were produced and rushed 
through without a dissenting murmur. 
The Council absolutely surrendered to 
the Board of Education and accepted 
the terms dictated by that body with- 
out a protest. 

The protest against the sewering of 
Michigan avenue from ‘State to Lopez 
street was brought up as special order 
of businéss, and, after the’ hearing of 
arguments made by a number of in- 
terested property-owners, the matter 
was referred to the Health Officer. 

The protest against the sewering of 
Connecticut street, after a long hear- 
ing, was denied, and the Street Super- 
intendent was notified to take into @on- 
sideration the fact that the people on 
Connectieut street had already been 
assessed and had put in connections 
with the Eleventh-street sewer. 

The protest of G. Heinman et al. 
against the sewering of California 
street between Philadelphia and Pearl 
streets, was denied owing to the fail- 
ure of the protestants to appear. 

The protest against the opening of 
the alley between FYffth and Sixth 
streets and Main and Spring streets 
was then argued. The commissioners’ 
costs have amounted to more than $500, 
and the cost of opening the alley is 
estimated at about $20,000, or a net cost 
of $11,000. Attorneys appeared in be- 
half of the petitioners, and the prot- 
estants and the matter was thor- 
cughly discussed. The Council finally 
decided to reject the protest and to 
continue the proceedings. 

On application of Charles McFarland, 
attorney for the protestants, it was 
moved and carried that the penalty of 
5 per cent., which had been imposed 
upon delinquent payers of assessments, 
be abated. A precedent for such a 
proceeding was quoted by City Attor- 
ney Dunn. 

CITY ATTORNEY’S REPORT. 


The following report of the City At- 
torney was adopted in full: 

“In accordance with your instruc- 
tions, I present herewith an ordinance 
declaring the necessity of erecting ad- 
ditional sehoolhouses and purchasing 
additional school property. This or- 
dinance is preparatory to one calling a 
special election for the issuance of 
bonds for such purpose. 

“1 present herewith an ordinance di- 
recting the payment and cancellation 
of certain outstanding bonds of the 
city of Los Angeles of the issue of 1881. 

“Also an ordinance authorizing the 
payment and cancellation of certain 
general improvement bonds of the is- 
sue of 1886-87-SS. 

“As directed by you, I return here- 
with the petition of C. A. Sumner, re- 
questing the sale of a franchise for 
street railway. on Sixth and other 
streets. 

“I present herewith an ordinance 
abandoning certain land in the Marl- 
borough tract heretofore dedicated as 
a public street in accordance with pe- 
tition of E. A. Miller, and your in- 
structions.”’ 

MOTIONS PRESENTED. 

Councilman Hutchison moved “that 
the Southern Pacific Railroad Com- 
pany of Kentucky be required to ele- 
vate its railroad tracks on Alameda 
street betwen the San Fernando-street 
depot and Fifth street to the height of 
at least twenty feet, in the clear, in 
accordance with the latest-improved 
methods of railroad and bridge con- 
struction.”” No second was made to 
the motion. 
Councilman Hutchison also presented 
the following motion which was 
adopted: ‘‘Whereas, a resolution con- 
cerning the recognition of the patriot 
government of Cuba as a belligerent 
power is now pending before the Con- 
gress of the United States, therefore be 
it reso)ved, that the Council of the City 
of Los Angeles respectfully urges the 
representatives of California to do all 
in their power to aid in the adoption of 
the Morgan resolution in favor of the 
patriot cause.” Adopted. 

A communication was received from 
Health, Officer Powers, stating that his 
office was handicapped for lack of san- 
itary inspectors, and asking that the 
Board of Health be authorized to ap- 
point two additional inspectors. The 
matter was referred to the Finance 
Committee. | 
» A communication was also received 
from Police Judge Owens. He stated 
that the District Attorney no ‘longer 
prosecuted the cases in the Police 
Court on charges brought under the 
State law. In his opinion there was 
need of a constant attendance of a 
deputy in the police courts, so that 
the city could reap the benefits of the 
fines imposed in such cases.

HASTINGS ON TRIAL. 


CHARGED WITH THE MURDER OF 
LILLIE HATTERY,. 
---— 

A Jury Selected Yesterday and Both 

Prosecution and Defense Ready 


to Proceed with the Trial This 
Morning. 


The trial of “Dr.” Calvin S. Hast- 
ings, charged with the .nurder of Lillie 
Hattery, will be commence 1 in earnest 
this morning at 10 o'clock before Judge 
B. N. Smith and a jury in Department 
One of the Superior Court. All day 
yesterday was consumed in impanel- 
ing a jury, and the twelve men in 
whose hands rests the fate of the al- 
leged murderer were not #ll selected 
until 5:10 yesterday afternoon. 

District Attorney J. A. Donnell and 
Deputy District Attorney C. C. Mc- 
‘Tomas will represent the People of the 
State of California in trying Hastings, 
and Henry T. Gage, Esq., and John T. 
Jones, Esq., will defend the prisoner 
at the bar. 

Lillie Hattery, a girl of 19 years, 
came to I«s Angeles from her home 
in San Bernardino last February for 
the ostensible object of visiting her 
sister, Bess, who lived at No. 504 Fre- 
mont avenue. She went to the office 
of “Dr.”’ Calvin S. Hastings, on North 
Spring street near First, and never 
left his “parlors” alive. There she 
was found dead on the night of Feb- 
ruary 5, of this year. An autopsy 
showed that an abortion had been at- 
tempted, and the coroner's jury at- 
tributed the young woman’s death to 
the operation. Hastings and a woman 
associate, Mrs. A. C. Weaver, were 
arrested a few days later, and held 
by City Justice Owens to answer to 
the Superior Court for murder in the 
first degree. Both Hastings and Mrs. 
Weaver procured bonds, and the “Dr.” 
began business again in offices almost 
opposite the ones in which Lillie Hat- 
tery lost her life. 


THREE CIVIL CASES. 


Two Judgments Affirmed and One 
Reversed. 

The Supreme Court reversed the de- 
cision of Superior Judge Lucien Shaw 
in the case of J. Downey Harvey, ad- 
ministrator of the estate of ex-Gov. 
John G. Downey, deceased, respondent, 
against Samuel Meyer, et al., appel- 
lants. The action was brought to 
quiet title to a lot on the west side of 
Main street, with a frontage of sev- 
enty-eight feet, between Third and 
Fourth streets. Meyer's title was 
wholly dependent upon the question of 
the payment of taxes on the land. Ex: 
Gov. Downey, when Meyer came into 
the possession of the Main-street prop- 
erty referred to, was the owner of a 
seventy-eight foot lot on the east 
side of Spring street, between Third 
and Fourth streets. ' 

These two lots abutted on each other 
at the rear. When Meyer cntered into 
possession under his deed, in 15875, he 
took actual possession of some thirty: 
feet im depth of the rear. portion ‘of 
Downey’s lot, and this small tract 
constitutes the land in dispute. The 
assessments of taxes to “Vowney in 
the years 1879, 1880 and 1331 are de- 
clared by the Supreme “ourt to be 
absolutely void by reason o*% the de- 
scription of the lot being so vague and 
indefinite as to be meaningless. This 
is in reference to the city, county and 
State assessments. “The assessment 
is void,” says the court, “as there is 
no way of ascertaining therefrom, even 
when taken in connection with the lay 
of the land, whether Downews north 
line is five, ten or fifty feet in length.” 
On this account the plaintiff's title 
cannot legally be quieted, according 
to the Supreme Court decision of the 
case. 

«In the case of James W. Wilson, 
et al., appellants, against Henry W. 
Carter, respondent, the judgment of 
the Los Angeles County Superior Court 
is affirmed. The Superior Judge sus- 
tained the defendant's demurrer to the 
amended complaint without leave to 
amend further, and judgment final 
was rendered in Carter’s favor. The 
suit was brought to annul a sale of the 


plaintiff Wilson's lands to enforce an | 
unpaid assessment levied thereon by) 


an irrigation district, for which Carter 
was the collector. 

The judgment of the lower court in 
the Los Angeles county case of C. J. 
Perkins, respondent, against the West 
Coast Lumber Company, appellant. is 
affirmed by the Supreme Court. The 
action was prosecuted to recover for 
legal services rendered under a spe- 
cial contract. The principal question 
arose out of a counter claim of dam- 
ages plead by the company, which 
alleged that poor and damaging advice 
was given by Perkins. Perkins re- 
covered against the company on the 
ground that although 
was damaged, no fee was charged 
for the advice, and its cause cf act‘on 
was barred by the statute which re-

COMMITTED TO HIGHLAND. 


Charlies Henry Thoraton, a Commis- 
sion Clerk, Insane. 


Drs. L. T. Holland and Walter Lind- 
ley examined Charles Henry Thornton 
for insanity yesterday, and on their 
recommendation he was committed to 
the asylum at Highland by Judge M. 
T. Allen. Thornton is 22 years of age 
and lives with his mother at No. 1142 
Clinton avenue. He has been employed 
as a clerk in a commission house on 
Los Angeles street, 

In January, 18%, Thornton was con- 
fined for ten weeks in the asylum at 
Ukiah. He showed in his examination 
yesterday that he thinks his mother 
his worst enemy. and that all his 
friends have conspired to injure him. 
He threatens their lives, and says 
he wants to get a revolver with which 
to kill they. 

Thorntos’ has delusicns in regard to 


building war versels and conquering 
Great Britain. Hie alao has an idea 
that his mother and sister want the 
Thornton name to die out. His rela- 


tives say that the excitement caused 
by La Fiesta, during which he was one 
of the queen's mounted guards, is the 
cause of his mental trouble, but the 
report of the physicians shows that 
Thornton's unfortunate condition is due 
to other causes. 


MceCARTY 


The Supreme Court Affirms the Jada- 
ment of Conviction. 

In the case of the People of the State 
of California, respondent, vs. J. J. Mc- 
Carty, appellant, the judgment and 
order of Judge B. N. Smith of Depart- 
ment One of the Superior Court of Los 
Angeles county, is affirmed. McCarty 
was one of the notorious bank-tunnel- 
ing gang who plarned a schemé to rob 
the First National Bank of this city. 
He was convicted of burglary of the 
first degree and sentenced to ten years 
in the pentitentiary at San Quentin. 


THE RUIZ BOYS HELD. 
of Them Alleged 
Confeased. 

The examination cf the three Ruiz 
boys, Sandufo, Miguel and José Maria, 
was held before Justice Young in the 
Township Court yesterday. All three 
of the brothers, who are charged with 
having stolen five calves from Wolf- 
skill ranch, were bound over to appear 
before the Superior Court in the sum 
of $1000 each. 

Two butchers named Kirch and 
Robinson, who are in business on Sev- 
enth street near Union avenue, testi- 
fied that they had bought calves from 
the Ruiz boys. Two calf skins were 
introduced as evidence, having been 
sold to the butchers by the defend- 
ants and bearing the Wolfskill brand. 

Deputy Sheriff Martin Aguirre tes- 
tified that Miguel and José Maria, the 
two youngest boys, had confessed that 
they had committed the theft. They 
told the officer, so the latter testified, 
that Sandufo lassoed the calves, all 
three of the boys brought them to town 
and José Maria sold them.

THE BONDS ARE VOID, 


San Luis Obispo, Must Word Them 
Differently. 

In the case of P. W. Murphy, ap- 
pellant, against the city of San Luis 
Obispo et al., respondents, the Supreme 
Court reverses the judgment of the 
lower .court, and directs that judg- 
ment be entered for Murphy as 
prayed for in his complaint. The ac- 
(lon was brought to enjoin the defend- 
ants from selling or disposing of cer- 
tain bonds issued, but not yet sold by 
the city of San Luis Obispo, and to 
restrain the defendants fromm levying 
taxes mentioned in the complaint, and 
from enforcing a certain city ordinance. 
The cause was tried in the Superior 
Court, and a judgment given for the 
defendants. 

Murphy presents three grounds of at- 
tack upon the bonds referred to. First, 
that the bonds are made payable in 
“gold coin of the United States,"’ in- 
stead of ‘gold coin or lawful money of 
the United States; second, that the 
question as to whether the interest on 
the bonds would be payable annually 
or semi-annually was not submitted to 
the voters; third, that the voters vot- 
ing for the bonds voted by stamping a 
cross opposite the propositions sub- 
mitted to them, instead of indicating 
their wish by writing “yes” or “no” 
opposite the proposition they desired to 
vote for. 

Certain Santa Rosa bonds were is- 
sued recently which were made payable 


“in gold coin of the United States of 


America of the present standard of 
weight and fineness,”’ instead of the 
statutory form, and as stated in the 
notice given. prior to the election, in 
which the bonds were voted on, the le- 
gality ofthese bonds was attacked in the 
courts, and the Supreme Court decided 
that they were illegally issued 
void. In deciding that case the court 
passed on the most essential. points in 
the San Luis Obis;o controversy. 

In regard to the third portion of 
Murphy's attack on the bond question 
the Supreme Court disapproved of the 
system of marking ballots with a cross 
for the reason that the city of San 
Luis Obispo has an ordinance in con- 
tradiction to that method of voting. 
Thie decision affects all city bonds 
that are not ditawn up in strict arc- 
cordance with the letter and provisions 
of the statute. 


A BENEVOLENT WOMAN. 


The Will of Mrs. Martin ex-Gov. 
Downey’s Sister. 

A petition for probate of the will 
of Mrs. Winefride Martin, who died in 
Baltimore, Md., on the 4th of this 
month, was filed yesterday by Frank 


K. Murphy, George D. Mudd and Ed-. 


ward R. Dyer. The decedent was 78 
years old, a sister of ex-Gov. Dow- 
ney and left but few relatives, among 
whom are a Mrs. Eleanor Martin, her 
half-sister, and half a dozen nephews 
and nieces, who live in San Francisco. 
The old lady’s estate in Los Angeles, 
San Bernardino, Riverside and San 
ae counties alone is valued at $200,- 


Among her legatees are the follow- 
ing: The Roman Catholic Archbishop 
of Baltimore, Md.;: the Most Rev.

NULLIFYING THE NEW TARIFF. 

In refusing to accept the retroactive 
clause of the Dingley Tariff Bill, Con- 
gress practically said »to the country 
that the new tariff law shall be enacted 
mainly for-the benefit of the large im- 
porters. During the past few months 
the big importing firms have been 
rushing into the United States enor- 
mous quantities of goods of all descrip- 
tions, particularly woolen goods. The 
wires have been kept busy, and vessels 
have been chartered at high prices to 
rush in products before the new tariff 
law takes effect. The result of such a 
course is obvious. Its effect is three- 
fold: (1.) The government is de- 
prived of the revenue which it needs, 
and expected to obtain from the in- 
creased duties of the Dingley bill. 
The consuming public has to pay more 
for everything affected by the bill, the 
importers fixing the prices according 
to the new duties. (3.) The profits 
are absorbed by the big importing 
houses. 

Should the Dingley bill not become 
a law very soon, it is estimated that 
- there will be enough goods in this 
country, imported under the old law, 
to supply the population until 1900. 
This is a serious matter. The law is 
thus nullified, the new tariff giving no 
protection to American industries nor 
revenue to the government. 

The responsibility for this condition 
of affairs lies upon those who have 
delayed and are still delaying the pas- 
sage of the bill and who refused to ac- 
cept the retroactive clause. 


Current literature has been added to, 
if not enriched, by the publication of a 
book under the “striking” title of “The 
Fight of the Century.” It is not, as 
the casual reader might suppose, a 

. Populist treatise on the silver question, 
nor has it to do with the Debs re- 
bellion of 1894. It is simply an account 
of the mauling match recently “pulled 
off” at Carson City, Nev. The book 
is written by George Siler, referee, 
and Lou M. Houseman, and contains 
portraits of Corbett, Fitzsimmons, Siler, 
Dan Stuart, Gov. Sadler of Nevada, 
and other promoters of the mill, whose 
Names are more or less notorious. 


Wholesale grocers of Iowa, who have 
been caught by the rise in tea, due to 
the proposed duty of 10 cents per 
pound, inserted in the tariff bill by the 
Senate Committee on Finance. have 
sent a large delegation to Washington 
to knock out the proposed duty if pos- 
sible. The task ought to be an easy 
one. Tea is not produced in this coun- 
try, and cannot be produced here on a 
commercial scale. It should therefore 
be admitted free of duty. The pro- 
posed duty is opposed to one of the 
fundamental principles of the protec- 
tive system. 


Greece declines to negotiate with 
Edhem Pasha the terms of peace, but 
refers ‘him to the allied powers, to 
whose hands the interests of Greece 
have formally been committed. Under 


the circumstances, Greece can hardly. 


be blamed for not wanting to have 
anything more to do with Edhem 
Pasha.

AGAINST GOOD POLICY. 

Last year when the county conven- 
tions were being held throughout the 
State, a tropical fight «sprung up in 
Alameda county for one of the Supe- 
rior judgeships, the incumbent of 
which was William S. Greene, who 
had been on the bench in San Joa- 
quin before removing to the bay shore, 
and was a man of unblemished repu- 
tation as a public servant. The person 
in whose behalf the fight was being 
made by the “push” of the county 
opposite the metropolis was a young 
lawyer named Abraham Lincoln 
Frick, who had grown up there from 
boyhood and against whose character 
nothing could then be urged. The 
objections to Mr. Frick were simply 
his surroundings, for every profes- 
sional politician in that county (and 
the woods are full of ‘’em) was in his 
favor. It ended up in his being de- 
feated in the primaries after one of 
the hardest battles on record. Since 
that time the name of Mr. Frick 
dropped out of newspaper mention, 
and he became the most private of 
private citizens. 

Now he “bobs up serenely” as plain- 
tiff in a suit for $5000, alleged to be

which is hereby declared a felony.” 
But in the case of Foltz vs. Cogswell, 
reported in the eighty-sixth volume 
of California reports, page 542, it was 
held by the Supreme Court that “serv- 
ices rendered by an attorney at law 
in endeavoring to induce members of 
the legislature to vote for a bill in 
the interest of a client, when no 
secret, unfair or dishonest means are 
employed, is not lobbying in the sense 
prohibited by the Constitution.” As 
Mr. Frick is a practicing attorney, he 
may be able to take refuge under the 
terms of this decision. 

But it is to be hoped that the court 
in which this suit of Mr. Frick’s has 
been bought will decide that all such 
suits are against an enlightened sense 
of public morality. A suit of similar 
purport was once tried in an Oregon 
court of first instance, and Judge La 
Fayette Mosher threw the suit out 
of court as being contra bonos mores. 
If this suit should be decided in favor 
of the plaintiff, the calendars of the 
courts will be clogged with a number 
of just such cases immediately after 
the adjournment of each Legislature, 
and a failure on the part of “Col. 
Mazuma” to disburse the coin of the 
realm in exchange for the pliant con- 
sciences. of members afflicted with 
what Brutus called “the itching palm.” 

If there was no money used by Mr. 
Frick to corrupt the solons who as- 
sembled at Sacramento, then his de- 
mand is exorbitant, for he has asked 
a thousand dollars more for a three- 
months’ service than he was willing 
to take for an entire year’s service as 
Superior Judge of Alameda county, 
to which position he aspired in the 
primaries of 1896. If there was money 
used by him in inducing members of 
the Legislature to vote against their 
personal convictions, then he should 
be disbarred from the practice of his 
profession.

SUCCESSFUL WORK. 


THE SOUTHERN CALIFORNIA’S 
NEW FULLERTON OIL FIELD. 


The Prospect Well Yields Daily 
Sixty Barrels of High-grade 
Crude Petroleum. 


OTHER WELLS ARE BEING SUNK 


CHEAP RATES ACROSS THE CONTI- 
NENT FOR ENDEAVORERS. 


—— 


Ample Opportunity Afforded for 
Stop-overs in Los Angeles—Or- 
ange Shipments are Very 
Nearly Concluded. 


The officials of the Southern Califor- 
nia Railway Company think that they 
have solved the fuel question so far as 
it affects their own road. The experi- 
ments in oil development conducted by 
the company on its 3000 acres of leased 
land near Fullerton have resulted very 
successfully, and it is believed that it 


| will not be very long until enough oil 


is being produced to satisfy all the 


needs of the Southern California Rail- 
way Company. 


Edward L. Doheny has charge of the 


work at the new oil field, and is a part- 
net with the railroad company in the 
enterprise. Five miles northeast of 
Fullerton is the spot where the first 
prospect well was sunk. There had 
been other wells near Fullerton in years 
past, but for a long time the field had 
been abandoned as a failure. A careful 
inspection of the neighborhood con- 
vinced Mr. Doheny that the original 
prospectors had chosen wrongly the 
sites for their wells. He sought out 
new territory, and by careful study of 
the surface indications satisfied himself 
that oil was to be found there in pay- 
ing quantities. The railway company 
felt assured of good prospects of suc- 
cess. A twenty-year lease was secured 
on 3000 acres of land. Work was be- 
gun on @ prospect well. 

It was found that there was no more 
difficulty in boring the well than was 
met with in the Los Angeles field. There 
were the usual tight places and obstruc- 
tions and cav-ins, but at a depth of 
only 400 feet a rich deposit of oil was 
discovered. The well was sunk 200 feet 
deeper, and the yield of petroleum 
somewhat increased, but the most pro- 
lific strata were struck at a depth of 

@ well is now being pumped, and 
yields between fifty and sixty barrels 
of oil a day. Work has not yet been 
completed in getting the well into the 
best shape, and it is possible that even 
more oil will be produced when the 
well and the pumping apparatus are 
all placed in approved order. 

The second well is being dug as rap- 
idly as possible and will probably be 
producing oil before many days. A 
third and a fourth well will be dug at 


once. 


No preparations have yet been made 
for piping the oil to the railway. A 
pipe line five miles in length would 
carry the petroleum to tanks on the 
Southern California line from which it 
could be drawn off into the oil tanks on 
the locomotives. 

General Manager Nevin said yester- 
day that within a comparatively short 
time the company would have all the 
oil it could use from these new wells of 
its own. He said that the oil is of ex- 
cellent quality for fuel. It has not the 
slightest trace of water, and is purer 
and better than any oil ever before 
found in Southern California. It is of 
20 B gravity. 

‘Lae news of the developments of the 
new Southern California Railway oil 
field has been received joyfully by the 
engineers and firemen of the road. 
Some of the locomotives of the ‘com- 
pany are still burning coal, a number 
having been changed back from  oil- 
burning to coal-burning apparatus re- 
cently, as a bluff to bring down the 
price of oil, a bluff which worked very 
successfully. With oil-burning appar- 
atus there is no smoke, there are no 
cinders, and the engine-cab is euch a 
clean and orderly place that the engi- 
neers can almost wear their Sunday-go- 
to-meeting clothes without fear of get- 
ting them soiled. The fireman lives a 
life of ease, with almost nothing to do 
but to turn on or off the current of oil 
which is sprayed into the furnace, when 
the locomotive leaves or enters a sta- 
tion, and to watch to see that the 
flow of oil remains steady. 

To go back to the grime of a coal- 
burning engine, and to have to shovel 
coal till your back nearly breaks, was 
a sore affliction, and the news that the 
company will probably soon produce 
enough oil to have nothing but oil- 
burning engines is welcome tidings.

FIESTA FINAL REPORT. 


FINANCIAL STATEMENT SHOWS 
SMALL CASH BALANCE, 


Properties of Every Sort Stored and 
Insured—Will not Be Loaned or 
Rented for Any Purpose—Favor 
an Annual Fiesta, 


The Confmittee of Thirty of La Fiesta 
has completed its report to the commer- 
cial bodies of the city, the Chamber of 
Commerce, Merchants’ and Manufac- 
turers’ Association and the Board of 
Trade. The report of the Auditing 
Committee from those organizations 
shows that the books and accounts were 
found to be correct and a surplus of 
cash remaining, “amounting to $148.90. 
The inventory shows a total of over 
$6500 worth of property in good order 
for the next flesta. The property of the 
flesta, consisting of the lumber for the 
tribunes, estimated by the Fiesta Com- 
mittee of 1896 at $2500, and the miscel- 
laneous articles comprising torches, 
decorating material, properties, etc., es- 
timated at $2183.56, were found to be in 
good order and largely available for the 
purposes of the flesta of 1897. 

The total amount collected in cash 
subscriptions was $17,965, as compared 
with $22,107.25 collected in 1896, which 
shrinkage is attributed to the recent 
political campaigns. The report adds: 

“In another portion of this report will 
be found a complete list of the sub- 
scribers with amounts subscribed. The 
committee was greatly hampered in its 
work by the fact that the Southern Pa- 
cific and Santa Fé railroads both abso- 
lutely refused to grant the necessary 
amount of transportation for the pur- 
pose of bringing in the National Guard 
of Southern California as they had done 
in previous years. This refusal on their 
part undoubtedly caused a very great 
loss of visitors from surrounding towns, 
who would have been attracted to La 
Fiesta by the fact of their local mili- 
tary company participating in the com- 
petitive drills and parades of La Fiesta. 
It is proper to state, as was stated in 
the report of the Executive Committee 
of 1896, that it seems impossible to 
fairly adjust the subscriptions among 
the various interests benefited by La 
Fiesta. We find often times a man re- 
ceiving large and direct results from it 
who is unwilline to contribute anything 
like his fair proportion of the expenses. 
On the other hand, there are many far- 
sighted men who see the immense in- 
direct benefit to the city, and conse- 
quently to themselves, who are always 
ready and willing to do their share. The 
excuses often offered for getting out of 
subscribing, such as an objection to the 
line of march or to some particular fea- 
ture or to the personality of some ac- 
tive worker and countless other equally 
transparent reasons, are so disgustingly 
childlike that their enumeration would 
open the eyes of the public to the fact 
of how many niggardly and narrow- 
minded people there are in a large com- 
munity like this. Asa class, the prop- 
erty-owners, who certainly receive large 
indirect benefits from the flesta, do not 
contribute anywhere near their fgir pro- 
portion of these expenses.” : 

After reviewing the preliminary of 
La Fiesta, the committee says that it 
has been besieged by persons seeking 
borrow the valuable properties which 
have been stored, and it recommends 
that a regular property man be em- 
ployed to keep them in order and to see 
that none of La Fiesta property be 
loaned or rented for any purpose what- 
soever. A recommendation is also made 
that the events in the future be reduced 
in number and the standard of the oth- 
ers raised. It has been suggested to 
the committee that a fine trades dis- 
play should be given, and it acknowl- 
edges the wisdom of this suggestion, 
provided, however, that the entries in 
this parade be confined to actual sub- 
scribers to the fiesta, and also provided 
that a strict supervision be made of the 
various floats to be entered by business 
houses, and none allowed in the parade 
which did not come up to a required 
standard, which should be placed high. 

On the question of holding La Fiesta 
annually, the committee reports as fol- 
lows: 

“This question was brought up at a 
recent largely-attended meeting of the 
Merchants’ and Manufacturers’ Asso- 
ciation and was unanimously decided in 
the affirmative. As a business propo- 
sition the flesta certainly advertises 
Southern California more extensively 
and for less money than any other 
known.means. The expenditure of $25,- 
000 or $30,000 contributed by the people 
direct to the event unquestionably gives 


rise to the putting in circulation of ten, 


times that sum. It will be hard to find 
a good reason why the fiesta is not a 
benefit. but it will be very easy to find 
a number of disastrous consequences 
following the abandonment of this an- 
nual carnival just at the time when this 
city is boasting truthfully of having 
doubled its population within the past 
seven years.” . 

In conclusion the report: states that 
all property belonging to La Fiesta is 
left in good order, repaired, cleaned, 
packed and stored and the storage and 
insurance prepaid. . The tribunes, 
valued by the last committee at $2500, 
were added to largely by raising them 
from rows of five seats to rows of nine 
seats, and their value today is at least 
$3000. A careful inventory of th® rftis- 
cellaneous articles belonging to the 
fiesta, made by Frank Wiggins, show 
them to be of the net value today of 
$3511.85. A summary shows the tri- 
bunes to be valued at $3000, miscel- 
laneous articles, $3511.85 and cash 
$148.80 making total assets amounting 
to $6660.75. The report is signed by the 
officers of the Executive Committee, 
and the report of the Auditing Com- 
mittee by H. P. Anderson, George C. 
Hill and Thomas F. Barnes.

MR. BRALY’S UMBRELLA TREES. 


A QUARREL OVER A NEGLECT OF 
LEGAL FORMALITIES. 


Action on a Variety of Recommenda- 
tions and Requests—The Presi- 
dent Permits All Sorts of Un- 
parliamentary Wrangling. 


June 18 has been fixed as the day for 
the closing of the public schools of Los 
Angeles. This action was taken by the 
Board of Education at its meeting 
last night at the board rooms in the 
Wilcox Block. The matter of when to 


| close the city schools for the year would 


séem to most people a pretty momen- 
tous question, but this business was 
shoved through in a hurry, as if the 
directors did not particularly care, 
leaving the field clear for a good, old- 
fashioned row over the payment of a 
bill of $20 which had been contracted by 
Mr. Braly for the schools without due 
formality. 

Over this question the school board 
wrangled and squabbled until the air 
was blue. The debaters grew white 
with excitement ,and let loose their 
tempers, while they called each other 
hard names and fought with all their 
might over nothings. 

A request from County School Super- 
intendent Spurgeon V. Riley that the 
use of two rooms in the Spring-street 
school be granted the county board for 
one week, beginning Monday, May 31, 
1897, in which to hold the semi-annual 
county teachers’ examinations, Was 
granted. 

A request from A. Sturtevant that he 
be allowed to take photographs of the 
school children in classes was ordered 
filed. The objection to the plan was 
that it would interfere with the work 
of the children. This same request is 
made every year, and the main objec- 
tion is that the photographers want to 
go into the schoolrooms and ask the 
children to buy photographs. 

Superintendent Foshay read _ his 
monthly statistical report, and also re- 
ported that the department had raised 
$1244.84 for the unemployed. 

Mr. Bartlett of the Third Ward of- 
fered a resolution of thanks to the chil- 
dren and teachers of the city for their 
liberal support of the fund for the un- 
employed which was adopted. 

The report of the Finance Committee 
Was received and approved. 

Mr. Davis asked if certain bills for 
hardware presented were as low as 
wholesale rates, and «whether or not 
they were as low as they would have 
been under the Harper & Reynolds 
contract, Mr. Webb assured him that 
they were, and declared that he was 
getting to know a good deal about 
hardware. There was a little spat 
over the question. 

The Teachers Committee recom- 
mended that the leave of absence 
granted recently to Mrs. Bella M. True 
be extended to June 30, 1897. It recom- 
mended that the resignation of Miss 
Ella H. Kane be accepted. 

The Insurance Committee recom- 
mended that the insurance of the 
twenty-nine new pianos, all of which 
have been received, should be divided 
among the bidders. It was decided that 
$200 should be the maximum rate of 
the time, three years. There, was a 
vigorous discussion of the rate, some 
favoring a higher one. 

There was a lively spat over the ap- 
proval of a bill for $22.50 for trees 
which Mr. Braly had selected for the 
schools of his ward. Mr. Braly de- 
clared he had thought he had been in- 
structed by the board to buy trees. 
He telegraphed to Fresno and ordered 
some choice umbrella trees sent to the 
Superintendent of Buildings. The 
trees came and the committee refused 
to approve a requisition for them. He 
said these trees were cheaper than 
those bought under contract. 

Then Mr. Webb joyfully jumped on 
Mr. Braly with both feet. Mr. Webb 
declared enough trees had already been 
bought. Mr. Webb said these trees 
did not wave their arms in the air 
esthetically enough, and that as they 
were not good enough for his ward 
Mr. Braly telegraphed to Fresno for 
more. 

Mr. Braly shot back. He said thie 
was all ill-advised and wncalled-for, 
gratuitous and unnecessary. He _  de- 
fended his own position, and told how 
the holes had been dug under his per- 
sonal supervision. He said the trees 
cost one-third less than those bought 
by contract by the Purchasing .Com- 
mittee. 

Mr. Bartlett answered that the trees 
bought by contract were bought at the 
best rates. He vociferated: ‘When 
you say that we paid a third more, I 
say you say that which is not true.” 

He declared the umbrella tree is no 
tree for a schoolyard. He said that 
in five years there would be only 
stumps in Mr Braly’s schoolyard. He 
said it “did not pay to build umbrejla 
trees.”’ 

Mr. Davis said Mr. Braly had cer- 
tainly made a mistake. He declared 
that as a matter of mere courtesy the 
bills ought to be paid, and the blunder 
so. rectified. 

Mr. Conrey said there was no use 
punishing Mr. Braly fog the mistake. 
Mr. Bartlett said there were sixty 
trees too many, and that it was a 
great struggle to use them all. 

Mr. Webb said he would like t 
know what courtesy had been shown 
him? Fifty vouchers had been left 
unpaid because of Mr. Braly’s rigor, 
although each voucher bore a num- 
ber of O. K. signatures. Mr. Webb de- 
clared it was not a question of cour- 
tesy at all. He asked why Mr..Braly 
had refused to audit the bills of horny- 
handed baboring men. Mr. Braly 
Said there might be bills which he had 
not yet had time to sign. 

Finally Mr. Davis -moved that the 
bill be paid. Mr. Webb declared it 
was the proudest and happiest moment 
of his life to see Mr. Davis make a 
motion in direct opposition to the rules 
of the board. Mr. Davis fiercely at- 
tacked Mr. Webb. He declared that 
Mr. Webb was inspired merely by a 
desire to revenge himself because some 
of his own bills had not been audited. 
He said that any time Mr. Webb 
wanted to, he would engage in a de- 
bate as to the business methods of the 
board or of the Purchasing Committee. 
He declared that he could throw some 
bright Nght in shady places as to the 
operation of affairs. 

The motion to pay the bill Mr. 
Braly had contracted was put, but as 
ther were only four ayes and three 
noes, the motion was lost. 

Mr. Poor suddenly changed the con- 
versation by moving that on account 
of the financial troubles of the board 
the schools will be closed June 18. Mr. 
Foshay was asked for his opinion as 
to the matter. He said that only three 
times in ten years had there- been more 
than nine months school, and at all 
other times less than nine months. 
He said there was not enough money 
to carry the schools until June 25, 


but that it would be possible to con- 
tinue the work until June 18, thus hav- 
ing ni months and one week. 

That@he schools shall close June 18 
was then finally decided, everyone vot- 
ing in ‘favor of the proposition. 

Then the board harked back to the 
question of Mr. Braly’s tree bill. Two 
of the members of the board had re- 
fused to vote, and as members can be 
excused from voting only by the will 
of the board, Mr. Webb declared that 
he wanted to know how these members 
stood on the question. 

There was more lively discussion as 
to the price of the trees. Mr. Braly 
saying the trees had cost one-third 
less than those bought by the com- 
mittee. Mr. Braly said his trees had 
cost $22.50 for the hundred, and Mr. 
Bartlett said his trees cost only $20. 

A motion for reconsideration was 
carried. Then Mr. Webb moved that 
the motion to pay Mr. Braly be placed 
on the table. The vote resulted in 
four ayes and four noes. After con- 
siderable hesitation, Dr. Mathis voted 
not to lay on the table. The original 
motion to approve the bill was then 
put and lost. 

The Finance Committee will inves- 
tigate the affair and probably recom- 
mend that the bill be paid. 

Mr. Davis moved that his motion in 
regard to the purchasing of supplies, 
which has been tossed from pillar to 
post for so many weary weeks, be taken 
from the table. ‘This was done, and 
then Mr. Davis offered a revised mo- 
tion covering the proposed new 
method of securing supplies by bid- 


ding. Mr. Webb wanted a substitute — 


and asked for a week more time. Mr. 
Davis made a stand for competition. 
He asked that a list of things to be 
bought be posted for five days before- 
hand, that bids might be received on 
all purchases. Mr. Webb told of his 
services to the public in trying to se- 
cure competition. Mr. Conrey declared 
the Purchasing Committee held no 
regular meetings, had no regular place 
for meetings, and altogether did things 
in a rather mysterious way. 

Mr. Davis said he wanted an under- 
standing on the bidding question. Mr. 
Conrey supported Mr. Davis in his 
plea. The secretary declared that for 
every purchase of $25 or over he had 
received bids from four or five firms. 

Mr. Davis moved that the rules be 
suspended in order to submit his often- 
tabled motion as to receiving bids for 
the purchase of all supplies. Then 
Mr. McInerny arose in his wrath and 
declared that he, as a member of the 
Committee on Rules and Regulations, 
had been insulted, that Mr. Davis evi- 
dently thought himself the only mem- 
ber of the board who knew how to 
run things. The motion to suspend 
the rules was lost. 

Then there came a momentary lull. 
The tree matter had been left un- 
settled, the eompetition matter had 
been tabled again, nothing much had 
been done except to agree that the 
schools should close June 18. But 
everybody had had his fill of fighting, 
unrestrained by the helpless presiding 
officer, Dr. Mathis, who invariably let 
everyone talk as much and when and 
how he pleased, and a motion to ad- 
journ was eagerly seconded and carried. 


BANDINI’S DAUGHTER. 


MRS. YSIDORA COUTTS DIED IN LOS 
ANGELES YESTERDAY. 


She Stitched the Firat American 
Flag Ever Made in California—Of 


Pure Spanish Lineage — Dis- . 
tinguished History of Her 
Family. 


A link between the present and the 
days when California was a Mexican 
province was broken yesterday with the 
death in Los Angeles of Mrs. Cave 
Coutts of San Diego county. In the 
days when she was still Ysidora Ban- 
dini, the daughter of Don Juan Ban- 
dini, before she was wedded to the col- 
onel of dragoons who crossed the plains 
with Kearney, she helped her sisters to 
stitch the first American flag ever made 
in California. 

Ever since the death of her husband, 
Col. Coutts, twenty years ago, Mrs. 
Ysidora Bandini-Coutts has lived on 
her ranch of Guagoma, in San Diego 
county. Three weeks ago she came to 
Los Angeles to visit her sister, Mrs. Ar- 
cadia B. de Baker. She fell ill, and 
yesterday morning she died. 

It was in 1847 that Col. Cave Coutts, a 
dragoon in the regular army of the 
United States, a classmate of Gen. U. 
S. Grant at West Point, came to Cali- 
fornia with Kearney’s expedition. In 
those days one of the most celebrated 
men in California was Don Juan Ban- 
dini, and it was his daughter, Ysidora 
Bandini, the lady whose death came 
yesterday, that Col. Coutts married. 

Don Juan Bandidi was the son of Don 
Antonio Bandini, who went from Se- 
ville, in the heart of Spain, to Peru, a 
century and more ago. Don Antonio 
commanded the corvette Reina de Los 
Angeles. He lies buried at San Gabriel. 
Don Juan was a Californian. He owned 
vast estates in Southern California and 
in the peninsula of Lower California 
He was one of the wealthiest and most 
influentiel men of his day. He was the 
chief Spanish leader in the political af- 
fairs of California. 

He favored the Americans, and when 
Kearney came it was his daughters 
who made the first American flag. 
Several of his daughters married Amer- 
icans, among them Mrs. Cave Coutts, 
Mrs. Arcadia B. de Baker, and Mrs. 
Charles P. Johnson. Don Bandini rep- 
resented California in Washington be- 
fore it was made American territory, 
and afterward served in the United 
States Senate. 


Don Juan Bandini married an Estu- ~ 


dillo, the daughter of the Spanish pio- 
neer who commanded the Spanish 
forces at San Francisco in the days be- 
fore the Americans came to the Pacific 
Coast. The Estudillos were of as un- 
mixed Andalusian blood as the Bandini

It makes every prom- 
fse that it will keep in the front rank 
of the financial institutions of Cali- 
fornia.

A litigant loses a valuable piece 
of land that was stolen from him, and 
cannot prove his own title because the 
Assessor at some period in the city’s 
history was an incompetent, blundering 
ass. The Superior Court decided that 
the land belonged to the man who 
owned it, but the wise old owls of the 
wigher court found: that too simple a 
golution and hunted up reasons for giv- 
ing the apart to the man who an- 
nexed it. 


The Southern California Railway’s 
operations in the oil field were begun 
because some of the oil producers were 
not satisfied with a good thing, and 
tried to compel the company to buy 
oll at a figure just below the cost of 
coal: The success that has attended 
the operations may encourage other 
railroads to acquire oil land and pro- 
duce their own fuel. The increased 
comfort of railroad traveling resulting 
from the use of oil will be appreciated 
by the public. The next improvement 
may be in the line of a practicable sys- 
tem of sprinkling the road-bed. 


Mescal appears to be getting in its 
deadly work on the Mexican population 
jn the rural districts with unceasing 
regularity. A fatal stabbing affray at 
Corona Saturday night, another near 
Alamitos Sunday afternoon, one at 
Chino about a week ago and several re- 
cent ones on the outskirts of Redlands, 
are proof of this. In every instance 
there was a carousal that wound up 
with blood-letting, the modus operandi 
generally being the insertion of a long- [ 
keen-bladed knife in the vitals of one 
or more of the party, a cheerful way 
the proud descendants of the Monte~« 
zumas have of settling a dispute. 

With the death of Mrs. Ysidora Ban- 
dini Coutts yesterday, alink is broken 
between the California of today and the 
pastoral, California of half a century 
ago. She was the daughter of Juan 
Bandini, a man who was great in his 
ay and more powerful and better 
known than any man on the Pacific 
Coast. He was progressive and a 
riend of the Americans, his daughter 
who died yesterday helped her sisters 
to sew the first Americ&n flag ever 
made in California, and his children 
married Americans, founding families 
which are today among the best known 
in California. 


The Council was in a compliant humor 
yesterday and adopted without winking 
the plans and estimates of the new 
school buildings as submitted by the 
Board of Education. One Councilman 
acknowledged that he had never seen 
the reports which were so hastily ap- 
proved, but as in the short time that 
the papers were in the hands of the 
Council it would have been impossible 
to verify their accuracy, perhaps he 
was no less prepared to vote than his 
colleagues.

gates in San Francisco, 

Space has been reserved in the north 
gallery of Mechanics’ Pavilion, San 
Francisco for the Califernian delegates 
to the Christian Endeavor convention 
in July. 

This includes a space 50x334 feet, 
with an annex of 27x100 feet imme- 


, diately behind the gallery at the front 


of the building, The annex will be fitted 
up as a conservatory, and will form a 
passageway from the reading and wait- 
ing rooms to be fitted up in the art gal- 
Jery, to the California headquarters 
proper. These will be fitted up to rep- 
resent the patio and cloisters of an old 
mission. At the ends large open spaces 
will be reserved for palms and other 
tropical plants, and in the center there.

poses. The remaining space will be 
divided into two large reception rooms 
of 50x80 and 50x120 feet. The first 
will be near the front of the building, 
and be occupied by the Southern Cali- 
fornia counties. 
All the arches will be of the old 
mission architecture and arranged with 
roofs to form an effective background 
for the floral decorations. The walls 
will be in white and the ceilings will 
be formed of streamers of purple and 
orange bunting.

“The unwise—those lacking in true 
spiritual wisdom; those who fear not 
Satan; all hypocrites: all wicked per- 
sons: all unbelievers and all who 
knowingly reject Christ as their sav- 
ior.”’ 

The subject of this evening's dis- 
course will be “Heaven.”

TERMINAL’S APPLICATION FOR A 
FRANCHISE IS DENIED. 


Though the Electric Road’s Propost- 
tion is not Accepted, the City’s 
Streets Will Be Lighted Free of 


Charge—A Fight at Lamanda 
Park—News Notes. 


PASADENA, May 24.—[{Regular Cor- 
respondence.] The application of the 
Terminal Railway for an electric fran- 
chise was today formally denied by 
the Council. This action, however, was 
not followed by the acceptance of the 
proposition made by the electric road, 
as had been generally expected. City 
Attorney Arthur reported it as his 
opinion that. the fulfillment of the 
proposition could not be made legally 
binding upon the electric road, and in 
view of this report the City. Trustees 
took no action with reference to the 
offer. 

Nevertheless the Pasadena and Los 
Angeles Electric Railway Company 
will from this day light the streets 
and public buildings of the city free of 
charge, and will continue to do so 
until such time as the Council shall 
Srant a_ street-railway franchise to 
some other person or corporation. 
This statement is made upon the au- 
thority of officers of the company, who 
Bay that they propose to give to the 
people of Pasadena substantial evi- 

..dence that the free-lighting proposl- 
tion was made in sincerity and good 
faith. No agreement, express or im- 
pes, will be asked from the Council, 

ut the people will be given an op- 
portunity to judge of the practical 
of the free-lighting proposi- 

« The saving to the city, if this offer 
is carried out, will be approximately 
$1000 per month. 

3 COUNCIL PROCEEDINGS. 

The City Attorney’s report upon the 
public lighting proposition of the elec- 
tric road was the first business to 
come before the Council.. Mr. Arthur’s 
statement that in his opinion no con- 
tract could be drawn by which the 
Electric Railway Company would be 
bound to carry out the terms of the 


was greeted with applause 
rom the lobby. 


T. E. Gibbon then addressed the 
Council, stating that the company 
which would furnish the Terminal 


with power could also supply lHght to 
the city upon advantageous terms. 
He presented some elaborate calcula- 
tions to demonstrate that the city 
could profitably construct and operate 
an electric lighting plant. Mr. Gib- 
bon said that he could not be responsi- 
ble. for the accuracy of the figures 
‘which he gave, as he merely quoted 
the statements of another. 

“ A communication from W. 8. Abbot 
& Co., of Los Angeles, was read by 
the clerk. These gentlemen are de- 
sirous of furnishing Pasadena with 
electric light, and they assured «the 
Council that they -could be prenared 
to give “ample light at all times, 
whether at night or during an eclipse.” 
As a further inducement the letter 
stated that the. writers had become 
the owners of a newly-invented elec- 
tric light “that would of its own ac- 
cord light in the dark and immediately 
extinguish. itself as the day dawns.” 
This statement called forth a. laugh 
from everyone in the Council chamber. 

A long resolution was then offered 
ordering that the Terminal franchise 
be advertised. The resolution . pro- 
voked some discussion. C. J. Willett 
asked that action upon it be post- 
poned one week, while A. Met- 
calfe opposed further delay. The de- 
bate was cut short by Trustee Hamil- 
ton, who offered a resolution ‘that 
the best interests of the city would 
not be subserved” by granting the 
Terminal’s application for a  fran- 
chise “and that said application be 
and the same is hereby denied.’’ The 
motion was seconded by Trustee Pat- 
ten and was immediately carried, with- 
out debate, by the following vote: 

Ayes—Hamilton, Patten, Washburn. 

Noes—Hartwell, Reynolds. 

This vote concluded the _ prolonged 
street-railway controversy, which for 
three months past has occupied the at- 
tention of the people and the Council 
of Pasadena. 

OTHER BUSINESS TRANSACTED. 

A communication was presented 
from Col. G. G. Green stating that he 
is the owner of the tract of land lying 
between the Wooster subdivision: and 
Raymond avenue, and between Green 
and Vineyard streets; that an alley 
had been platted but never opened be- 
tween the two last named streets, and 
asking that the dedication of the alley 
be refused. The petition was referred 
to the City Attorney. es 
“the report of the commisstoners on 
the widening of Lake avenue was. pre- 
sented and read. The assessment of 
benefits amounted to $240, -and war- 


rants had been issued for the same 
amount. 
Permission to erect signs was 


granted to sundry petitioners. 

Dr. F. F. Rowland asked permission 
to build an addition to his house on 
South Marengo avenue. The prayer 
Was granted. 

B. F. Barnett filed a petition to be 
appointed special policeman, to suc- 
ceed to the position made vacant by 
the death of the late James Orr. The 
request was referred to the City Mar- 
shal and the Committee on Police.

A STABBING AFFRAY IN THE ALISO 
CANYON. 


An Important Land Law Sait in the

He is still under 
the physician's care, but the wounds 
are not considered dangerous. As yet 
no arrests have been made.
